ppointments  Department  of  the  Ministry 
ith  the  co-operation  of  professional  and 

ucational  bodies. 

Photography  Orders  Revoked. — The  War 

ffice  announces  that  in  consequence  of  the 
vocation  of  certain  Orders  controlling  the 
iking  of  photographs,  and  of  amendments 
)  Defence  Regulation  5,  photographs  of 
laces  to  which  the  public  have  unrestricted 
ccess,  and  of  objects  in  such  places,  may 
ow  be  taken  without  permit. 

Telegrams  to  Czechoslovakia. — From 
une  14,  the  public  telegraph  service  with 
zechoslovakia  has  been  restored.  Tele- 
rams  must  be  in  plain  English,  French, 
panish  or  Portuguese,  or  in  one  of  the 
uthorised  commercial  codes.  The  rate  for 
rdinary  telegrams  is  3^d.  a  word,  and  for 
uropean  Letter  Telegrams  (E.L.T.)  3s.  8d. 
■>r  twenty-five  words  and  i|d.  for  each 


additional  word.  Business  telegrams  must 
be  restricted  to  ascertaining  facts  and 
exchanging  information. 

Statutory  Committee. — The  Statutory 
Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
is  to  meet  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.i,  at  10.30  a.m.  on  June  28, 
to  consider  information  and  evidence 
received  by  the  Committee  from  which  it 
appears  that  a  member  of  the  Society  was 
convicted  of  offences  under  the  Manufac- 
tured and  Pre-Packed  Foods  (Control) 
Order,  1942  ;  and  a  body  corporate  and  its 
managing  director  were  convicted  of 
offences  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Factory  Control  Relaxation. — Some  re- 
laxations in  the  control  of  factories  and 
Avarehouses  have  been  made  by  the  Board 
of  Trade.  From  June  14  it  has  no  longer 
been  necessary  to  hold  a  licence  for  factories 
and  warehouses  which  have  an  aggregate 
floor  space  of  less  than  3,000  sq.  ft.  These 
relaxations  do  not,  however,  dispense  with 
the  need  to  obtain  licences — such  as  manu- 
facturing licences — which  may  be  required 
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under  other  Government  controls.  Apart 
from  these  exemptions,  the  control  of 
factory  and  storage  premises  remains 
unaltered,  and  applications  for  licences 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
Regional  Controller  in  the  region  in  which 
the  premises  are  situated.  Licences  already 
issued  remain  valid.  These  relaxations  are 
made  under  the  Location  of  Industry 
(Restriction)  Order,  1945  (S.  R.  &  O., 
1945,  No.  671). 

Leeds  Chemists'  Golf. — A  competition  for 
the  Bowman  cup,  played  at  Cobble  Hall  on 
June  13,  was  won  by  G.  Tomlinson  (72), 
the  runner-up  being  R.  Bannister  (73). 

Manufacturing    Chemists'    Civic   Gift. — 

The  deeds  of  a  club  building  for  the  use 
of  the  people  of  Oswaldtwistle,  Lanes, 
have  been  presented  to  the  local  urban  dis- 
trict council  by  Mr.  William  Collison 
(managing  director,  Wm.  Blythe  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
manufacturing  chemists,  Church,  Lanes). 

Trade  with  Guernsey. — Details  of  arrange- 
ments being  made  for  the  sale  and  dispatch 
of  drugs  and  allied  products  to  Guernsey 
may  be  obtained  on  application  to  Mr.  John 
Leale  (president,  controlling  committee  of 
the  States  of  Guernsey,  Hirzel  House, 
Guernsey,  C.I).  It  is  understood  that  the 
Guernsey  purchasing  commission  will 
shortly  be  setting  up  an  office  in  London 
to  allocate  shipping  space  and  to  arrange 
for  the  ordering  of  goods. 

Diabetic  Research  Scholarship. — Boots, 
Ltd.,  Nottingham,  have  donated  funds  to 
the  diabetic  department,  King's  College 
Hospital,  London,  for  research  scholarships 
in  diabetes  and  allied  diseases.  The  depart- 
ment, under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  D. 
Lawrence,  has  long  been  known  for  the 
standard  of  its  services  and  the  contribu- 
tion it  has  made  in  improving  treatment  of 
the  disease.  During  1939-40  a  self-contained 
unit,  with  accommodation  for  private  and 
other  patients,  was  opened.

The  retiring  chairman 
congratulated  the  secretary  and  committee 
on  the  amount  collected  for  the  Society's 
Benevolent  Fund ;  the  secretary  thanked 
members  for  their  support  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  they  would  again  find  them- 
■selves  at  the  head  of  the  list  for  the  country. 
(Branch  contributions  during  the  year 
amounted  to  £1  15s.  nd.  per  member.)  It 
was  decided  to  repeat  a  refresher  course, 'as 
held  in  1944,  and  to  arrange  an  additional 
course  on  therapeutics  and  sterilisation  by 
a  member  of  the  medical  profession  if  there 
were  sufficient  students. 
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Shortage  of  Combs. — Asked  on  June  12 
about  the  shortage  of  combs  throughout 
the  country,  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  (Mr.  Lyttelton)  said  he  was  aware 
of  the  shortage.  As  more  labour  became 
available  output  was  gradually  increasing, 
and  he  was  doing  his  best  to  improve  the 
quality. 

Toilet  Preparations  Register.  —  Com- 
mander Prior  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  on  June  14  under  what 
power  exporters  of  cosmetics  were  being 
compelled  to  purchase  their  supplies  from  a 
list  of  firms  supplied  by  his  Department; 
and  whether  these  firms  were  to  have  a 
monopoly.  Captain  Waterhouse,  in  reply, 
said  the  Toilet  Preparations  (Nos.  3  and  4) 
Orders,  1943,  made  under  the  Defence 
Regulations,  stipulated  that  exporters  buy- 
ing cosmetics  from  manufacturers  could 
only  buy  from  those  whose  names  were  on 
the  Toilet  Preparations  Register.  There 
was  no  question  of  monopoly,  since  the 
Register  contained  some  600  names,  and 
the  Board  of  Trade  was  always  ready  to 
add  the  name  of  any  new  manufacturer  who 
had  genuine  prospects  of  developing  an 
export  business. 

Reopening  of  Retail  Businesses. — The 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr. 
Lyttelton)  said  on  June  12  that  the  time 
had  come  to  make  a  start  in  allowing 
traders  to  reopen  their  businesses.  He  had 
decided  that,  from  June  18,  any  ex-trader, 
whether  serving  in  H.M.  Forces  or  not, 
who  was  eligible  for  inclusion  in  the  Register 
of  Withdrawing  Traders,  should  be  granted 
a  licence  as  a  matter  of  course  to  resume  his 
former  business.  He  had  further  decided 
that  ex-traders  who  wished  to  reopen  in 
the  same  area  in  a  line  of  business  other 
than  that  in  which  they  formerly  traded 
should  be  allowed  to  do  so  provided  this 
would  not  prejudice  the  interests  of  others 
on  the  register.  Licences  would  continue 
to  be  granted  to  war-disabled  persons  who 
were  not  formerly  retailers,  and  to  persons 
who  had  acquired  the  goodwill  of  an  existing 
business  or  removed  to  other  premises  in 
the  same  shopping  area,  provided  there  was 
no  change  in  the  size  and  character  of  the 
business.  In  reply  to  a  question  Mr.  Lyttel- 
ton said  that,  up  to  June  9,  17,427  names 
had  been  accepted  for  inclusion  in  the 
Board's  Register  of  Withdrawing  Retail 
Traders. 

Debate  on  Monopolies. — At  the  Second 
Reading  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  Appro- 


priation) Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on 
June  13,  an  attack  on  monopolies,  cartels 
and  combines  was  made  by  Mr.  Ellis  Smith, 
who  demanded  a  full  investigation  into  the 
ramifications  and  operations  of  such  con- 
cerns.    He   declared   that   the  war  had 
speeded    up    monopoly    development  in 
Britain,  and  that  international  cartels  were 
one  of  the  main  obstacles  to  international 
trade.    Mr.  Dingle  Foot  feared  that  the 
general  public  had  not  even  begun  to  realise 
the  extent  to  which  British  industry  wa: 
now  dominated  by  a  comparatively  few) 
concerns.    Mr.  Colegate,  while  welcoming! 
an  inquiry  into  the  operation  of  cartels  an 
monopolies,  said  it  should  not  be  assumed 
that  the  results  would  show  that  all  carte]] 
arrangements  and  all  amalgamations  wer 
sinister.   Mr.  Oliver  Lyttelton,  replying  t 
the  debate,  said  that  to  expect  the  market 
of  1938  to  absorb  the  present  productivit 
of  the  country  was  to  indulge  in  a  counse 
of  despair.  There  was  no  means  of  absorb 
ing    such   production   without  extendin 
markets. 

Increased     Compensation     for  Injure^ 
Workers. — In  the  National  Insurance  (Inf 
dustrial   Injuries)   Bill,   presented  in  the] 
House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Hore-Belish;i 
(Minister  of  National  Insurance),  on  June  13I 
higher  rates  of  compensation  are  proposed 
than  some  of  those  which  are  outlined  ii| 
Part  II  of  the  White  Paper  on  Social 
Insurance  published  in  September  1944.  If 
is  now  proposed  that  the  injury  allowance 
should  be  40s.  weekly,  against  35s.  for  thl 
first  thirteen  weeks  and  40s.  thereafter  ii 
the  original  White  Paper,  and  that,  if  thjl 
incapacity   extends   beyond    the  end 
twenty-six  weeks,  the  allowance  should  b| 
replaced  by  a  pension.    The  basic  rate  cj 
pension  is  unchanged  at  40s.  weekly  in  thl 
case  of  a  100  per  cent,  disability,  witj 
proportionate  rates  for  lower  degrees  c| 
assessment.    Where  a  pensioner  reman' 
virtually  unemployable,  it  is  proposed  the 
the  supplementary  pension  should  be  20:J 
weekly.    During  the  period   of  a  manf 
injury  allowance,  the  present  rate  for  a  wi| 
or  other  adult  dependant  is  16s.,  and  for 
child  7s.  6d.    Under  the  new  scheme  it 
proposed  that,  when  a  workman  receivirl 
a  pension  is  earning  money,  no  dependant!

I  As  you  indicate  (p.  613),  the  result  of  the 
lection  of  a  new  president  and  vice- 
resident  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
as  caused  surprise  and  disquietude. 
Vhether  these  annual  elections  are  by 
allot  or  by  show  of  hands  is  not,  I  think, 
nportant.  In  1934  the  ballot  method, 
rhich  had  been  customary  so  long  as  I 
emember,  was  dropped,  and  till  this  year 
i  has  not  been  reintroduced.  But  the 
helving  of  a  vice-president,  the  first 
election  by  ordinary  practice  when  a 
acancy  in  the  presidency  occurs,  arouses 
natural  curiosity.  Members  of  the  Society 
rtio  have  followed  the  proceedings  of  the 
'ouncil  for  .  several  years  can  probably 
emember  at  least  one  vice-president  either 
ot  succeeding  his  president  in  the  chair 
r  only  succeeding  him  after  an  interval. 


There  is  no  need,  however,  to  trust  to 
memory  in  this  matter,  as  the  Calendar  of 
the  Society  is  available  for  consultation  by 
anyone  who  cares  to  read  it.  It  may  be  said 
that  no  two  of  these  cases  are  exactly  alike, 
and  that  good  reasons  for  the  apparent  ano- 
maly could  always  be  traced  if  we  had  suffic- 
ient data.  Perhaps ;  but  when,  at  the  close  of 
his  year  of  office,  a  vice-president  is  praised 
by  his  retiring  president  in  such  terms  as 
those  used  by  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  on  June  6 
(see  p.  618),  ordinary  members  of  the 
Society  can  hardly  help  asking  a  question 
or  two.  Past  Councils  of  the  Society  have 
done  several  strange  things,  and  for  any- 
thing I  know  to  the  contrary  future  Councils 
may  do  several  more.  I  may  add  that  the 
absurdly  small  number  of  votes  recorded 
at  almost  every  Council  election  affords 
some  excuse. 

A  Double  Anniversary 

An  article  in  the  current  issue  of  "The 
Contemporary  Review ' '  commemorates  the 
centenary  (March  27)  of  the  birth  of 
W.  K.  Rontgen  and  the  jubilee  (November  5) 
of  his  discovery  of  #-rays.  An  account  of 
the  steps  leading  to  the  event  of  November 
5,  1895,  can  be  found  in  encyclopaedias — 
the  experiments  of  Francis  Hawksbee  in 
1705,  of  Davy  and.  Faraday  in  the  1820's, 
of  Crookes,  Hertz,  Lenard  and  others  later 
in  the  nineteenth  century.  The  author  of. 
the  article  mentioned  states  that  Rontgen's 
first  crucial  test  was  made  with  a  playing 
card  coated  with  barium  platinocyanide. 
(By  an  incursion  into  symbolism,  or  perhaps 
by  a  slip  of  the  pen,  it  is  there  called  an 
ace  of  trumps.)  On  the  day  that  the  famous 
scientist  saw  for  the  first  time  his  hand 
silhouetted  on  a  screen,  he  became  so  pre- 
occupied that  he  failed  to  comment  on  an 
excellent  dinner  prepared  by  his  wife,  but 
made  amends  afterwards  by  inviting  her 
into  his  laboratory  for  a  demonstration  of 
what  he  had  found.  The  importance  of  the 
discovery  was  quickly  realised ;  practical 
applications  followed,  and  research  on  the 
nature  of  the  rays  had  far-reaching  conse- 
quences. They  had  one  feature  not  neces- 
sarily inherent  in  discoveries  in  physics ; 
their  power  of  penetration  lent  itself  to 
popular  exposition,  and  numerous  lectures 
on  them,  with  experiments,  were  given. 
Many  of  us  who  were  then  of  an  age  to 
appreciate  scientific  developments,  or  to 
begin  to  appreciate  them,  were  present  on 
some  of  these  occasions  as  lecturers, 
assistants  or  listeners.  XfOVSer 
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Suicide  Attempt. — At  Crewe,  recently,  a 
thirty-eight-year-old  woman,  Mrs.  Ruth 
Bridges,  was  bound  over  for  two  years  on 
a  charge  of  attempting  to  commit  suicide 
by  swallowing  300  aspirin  tablets  and  then 
jumping  into  a  pit. 

•  Combs  at  Excessive  Price. — At  Flint,  on 
June  12,  Stanley  Rile,  Apothecaries'  Hall, 
Church  Street,  Flint,  was  fined  £2  for  selling 
a  comb  at  2s.  3d.  when  the  price  should 
have  been  io|d.  Rile's  explanation  was 
that  at  the  time  of  the  sale  he  had  not 
received  the  invoice  for  the  combs,  and  if 
later  he  had  seen  the  customer  he  would 
have  refunded  the  excess.  The  magistrates 
also  ordered  the  payment  of  an  advocate's 
fee  of  £2  2s. — At  Chorley,  on  June  15, 
John  Hyman,  Salford,  was  fined  £24  for 
selling  goods  at  excessive  prices  in  Chorley 
market,  £4  for  failing  to  display  maximum 
prices  of  combs,  and  20s.  each  on  summonses 
of  failing  to  demand  an  invoice  and  failing 
to  notify  the  local  price-regulation  com- 
mittee that  the  seller  had  neglected  to  fur- 
nish him  with  an  invoice.  He  was  also 
called  upon  to  pay  costs  amounting  to 
£5  5S- 

Unsupervised  Sales  of  Part  I  Poisons. — 

Fines  totalling  £11,  with  costs  amounting 
to  £5  5s.,  were  imposed  by  the  Birmingham 
magistrates  on  June  15  on  W..H.  Wilkins, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  a  company  with  about 
thirty  branches  in  Birmingham  and  district. 
The  offences  alleged  were  sales  on  four 
occasions  of  poisons  listed  in  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  List,  1935.  An  inspector  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  pointed  out  that 
it  was  necessary  for  the  sales  to  be  made 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist and  on  a  doctor's  prescription. 
When  an  inspector  visited  a  branch  of 
Messrs.  Wilkins  at  Station  Road,  Stechford, 
he  saw  a  customer  served  with  pheno- 
barbitone  tablets  by  an  unqualified  assis- 
tant. On  inspecting  the  record  »of  sales  in 
the  shop  during  the  time  that  the  assistant 
(Miss  Jones)  had  been  in  charge,  he  found 
three  other  sales  of  similar  tablets  recorded. 
It  appeared  that  there  had  been  a  phar- 
macist in  charge  of  the  shop  in  the  past, 
but  Miss  Jones  was  in  sole  control  at  the 
time  of  the  sales.  For  the  company  the 
grave  employment  position  was  pointed 
out,  and  it  was  stated  that,  although  Miss 
Jones  was  not  a  registered  pharmacist, 
she  held  a  certificate  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall.  An  inspector  gave  evidence  that  the 
company  had  been  previously  warned  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

Prescrip- 
ns  for  potent  drugs  and  poisons,  as  well 
for  alcohol  and  quinine,  have   to  be 
ntersigned  by  the  medical  director.  The 
dicines  are  received  in  the  wards  by  the 
ior  nurse  on  duty,  with  their  wrappings 
act  so  as  to  ensure  authenticity.  The 
armacy  is  answerable  for  the  accuracy 
the  medicines  it  makes  up  on  prescrip- 
ts  Once  the  wrapping  has  been  broken 
the  ward,  and  the  first  dose  administered 
the  patient,  further  responsibility  for 


the  accuracy  of  the  medicine  falls  upon  the 
superintendent  of  the  ward.  Each  pre- 
scription is  signed  by  the  pharmacist  who 
makes  it  up  and  by  the  person  who  checks 
it.  Furthermore,  every  prescription,  when 
received,  is  given  a  number  and-  entered 
in  a  journal,  with  indication  of  date,  name 
of  physician,  ward  and  patient.  The  wards 
have  stocks  of  urgent  drugs  which,  however, 
must  not  exceed  two  or  three  days'  require- 
ments. Prescriptions  for  powerful  drugs 
are  made  out  by  the  ward  physician  and 
must  indicate  the  method  of  application. 
The  name  of  the  patient  is  also  given. 

Pharmacists  as  Superintendents 

The  superintendents  of  war  hospital 
pharmacies  are  certificated  pharmacists. 
They,  take  their  orders  from  the  hospital 
superintendents.  The  stores  managers  and 
the  head  dispensers  are  also  qualified 
pharmacists.  The  latter  receive  the.  pre- 
scriptions from  the  wards  and  hospital 
departments,  check  them  to  see  that 
maximum  doses  have  not  been  exceeded, 
enter  them  in  the  prescription  book  and 
supervise  their  make-up.  Pharmacy  em- 
ployees copy  the  prescriptions  on  to  labels 
attached  to  the  finished  medicines,  and 
check  their  correctness.  Each  pharmacy 
has  a  controller  who  is  also  a  qualified 
pharmacist.  He  has  charge  of  the  whole 
personnel.  He  distributes  the  work  and 
maintains  general  supervision  over  the 
makirig-up  of  prescriptions.  The  actual 
dispensing  is  entrusted  to  so-called  assist- 
ants, who  may  or  may  not  be  qualified 
pharmacists.  They  work  strictly  to  the 
pharmacopoeia  and  the  prescriptions. 

The  Soviet  home  drug  industry  has  been 
considerably  expanded  during  the  war,  and 
pharmacies  now  have  adequate  supplies  of 
the  more  important  and  of  the  newer  drugs, 
such  as  sulphonamides,  krustozin  (the 
Soviet  penicillin)  and  gramicidin.  The 
demand  is  naturally  great,  and  the  medical 
supplies  the  Soviet  Union  has  been  re- 
ceiving from  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  are  therefore  very  welcome.  Medica- 
mental  therapy  holds,  an  important  place 
in  the  system  of  complex  treatment  of  war 
wounds  and  diseases,  and  consequently  the 
organisation  of  pharmacies  and  the  super- 
vision of  their  work  is  an  important 
function  of  the  administration.

NEWS  FROM  FRANCE 


National    Order    of    Pharmacists. — The 

st  hopeful  turn  in  the  recent  fortunes  of 
armacists  in  France  has  been  the  crea- 
n  of  a  National  Order  of  Pharmacists, 
r  many  years  retail  chemists  have  been 
ssing  for.  such  an  institution  but,  till 
iw,  without  effect.  The  Vichy  Govern- 
nt  met  chemists  half  way,  but  took 
trol  of  the  Order  out  of  chemists'  own 
ds  and  vested  it  in  officials.  This  did 
suit  the  profession  at  all.  More  recently, 
de  Gaulle  administration  has  given 
armacies  what  they  want.  The  Order, 
ich  will  include  a  Commission  to  sit  in 
ris,  has  the  following  objects:  To  assure 
pect  for  -professional  practice,  and  to. 
ure  the  defence,  honour  and  independ- 
e  of  the  profession.  No  pharmacist  will 
able  to  practice  unless  he  is  inscribed 
the  roll  of  the  Order,  which  comprises 
r  sections,  one  covering  employed 
rmaceutical  assistants;  the  second 
ners  of  establishments,  their  managers  or 
inistrators  ;  the  third  includes  hospital 
mists;  and  the  fourth  covers  all  other 
egories.  Each  section  has  its  regional 
ncil  elected  for  a  number  of  years.  Its 
ies  are  to  keep  a  strict  watch  on  the 
duct  of  chemists  within  its  region.  It 
5  also  the  power  to  impose  severe  sanc- 
s,  including  reprimand,  suspension  from 
ctice  up  to  a  period  of  five  years  and, 
severe  cases,  complete  suspension.  A 
mist  who  has  been  suspended  has  the 
t  to  appeal  to  the  National  Council, 
xports  Despite  Shortages.— The  Midy 
oratories  and  one  or  two  other  manu- 
turers  in  France  have  started  exporting 
Canada.  Retail  chemists  in  France  do 
welcome  this  international  commerce 
soon,  because  they  are  still  suffering 
serious  shortage  of  supplies.  In  an 
rview,  Monsieur  Huguet  (president  of 
chemists'  organisation)  told  the  Paris 
respondent  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
t  that  many  pharmacies  are  in  a  serious 
ncial  situation  owing  to  lack  of  stocks 
enforced  low  prices.  The  Government's 
itude  is  that  the  nation's  health  must 
e  first  and  therefore  it  will  not  allow 
prietary  or  other  medicines  to  be  in- 
ased  in  price.  Yet  little  is  being  done  to 
ease  supplies  and,  without  stocks  and  a 
3  turnover,  neither  large  nor  small  chem- 
can.  make  their  businesses  pay.  One 
*e  establishment  made  a  loss  of  a  million 
a  half  francs  last  year,  and  has  stated 
[te  plainly  that  it  will  not  be  able  to 
another  similar  year.    It  is  regarded 


as  incredible,  therefore,  that  the  manu- 
facturing chemists  should  be  allowed  to 
export  at  present.  It  is  argued  in  some 
quarters  that  the  medicines  now  being 
exported  are  in  plentiful  supply  in  France, 
but  retail  chemists  deny  this.  They  say 
that,  even  if  raw  materials  are  in  good 
supply,  the  means  for  manufacture,  such 
as  coal,  as  well  as  paper  and  glassware  for 
packing,  are  not,  and  for  this  reason  they 
are  unable  to  procure  the  supplies  they 
need.  During  the  past  four  months  the 
United  States  has  delivered  quantities  of 
cod-liver  oil,  iodine  and  insulin,  all  of  which 
have  been  in  short  supply,  or  even  unpro- 
curable, for  four  years.  The  supplies 
received,  however,  cannot  be  used  to  the" 
full  because  of  the  shortages  of  other 
materials  already  mentioned.  Monsieur 
Huguet  also  said  that  coal  and  transport 
difficulties  are  the  cause  of  an  acute  sugar 
shortage,  The  1944  beet  harvest  was  fair, 
but  large  quantities  went  bad  because  the 
root  could  not  be  gathered  in  time  nor 
turned  into  sugar  when  gathered.  Ordinary 
domestic  and  non-chemical  demands  had 
to  be  met  first,  so  that  syrups  and  other 
medicines  needing  sugar  could  not  be  manu- 
factured in  sufficient  quantities.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  has  been  an  improvement 
in  the  alcohol  supply.  Finally,  the  textile 
position  has  improved,  and  retail  chemists 
are  able  to  obtain  larger,  though  still 
insufficient,  quantities  of  bandages. 

AMERICAN  NOTES 

International    Conference   on    Cartels. — 

Mr.  Will  Clayton  (United  States  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  in  charge  of  economic 
matters)  hinted  recently  that  an  inter- 
national conference  would  be  called  by  the 
United  Nations  in  1946  to  discuss  cartels 
a*id  other  restrictions  on  trade. 

Trade  to  Distribute  Penicillin. — To  make 
penicillin  available  to  hospitals  and  phy- 
sicians, the  United  States*  War  Production 
Board  announces  that  producers  and 
distributors  may  sell  the  drug  through 
-  normal  trade  channels.  The  drug  will  be 
released  in  vials  containing  100,000  units 
of  sodium  penicillin,  and  distributors  were 
authorised  to  sell  1,280,000  vials  between 
March  15  and  31.  A  further  1,500,000  vials 
became  available  for  distribution  in  April , 
and  subsequently  at  monthly  intervals. 
It  is  pointed  out  that  penicillin  is  not  yet 
available  in  sufficient  supply  to  permit  its 
use  in  pharmaceutical  products. 
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The  Returning  Trader 

Ihe  statement  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
June  j: 2  (see  p.  628)  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  that  the  time  has  now  come 
L  make-  a  start  with  allowing  traders  to 
eopen  their  businesses,  will  be  received 
lath  great  satisfaction  by  those  who  have 
lad  to  close  down  on  account  of  the  war. 
It  is  right  and  proper  that  traders  who,  in 
lie  interests  of  national  service,  have  been 
leprived  of  their  livelihood  should  be  given 
[very  opportunity  of  making  a  fresh  start 
frith  all  the  protection  the  Government  can 
jive  them. 

I  It  is  one  thing,  however,  to  allow  consider- 
Ible  numbers  of  traders  to  recommence 
[usiness  and  quite  another  to  ensure  that 
jufficient  supplies  are  available  to  stock  all 
Ihe  reopened  shops.  The  supplies  position 
[1  many  retail  trades  is  exceedingly  difficult 
It  the  present  time,  and  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  are  obliged  in  the  interests  of 
peir  customers  to  apportion  available 
Materials  on  a  quota  basis.  How  is  the 
eturning  trader  to  fit  into  this  scheme  of 
hings  ?  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  introduc- 
ion  of  the  Location  of  Retail  Businesses 
f)rder  and  the  Register  of  Withdrawing 
traders  was  "to  prevent  an  unhealthy 
lispersal  of  the  diminishing  supply  of  con- 
iumer  goods."  Logically,  therefore,  the 
Order  should  not  operate  the  reverse  way 
mtil  the  supply  of  consumer  goods  is 
ictually  increasing.  It  would  be  of  interest, 
n  this  connexion,  to  learn  what  arrange- 
nents,  if  any,  have  been  made  by  the  Board 
)f  Trade  to  ensure  that  the  reopened  shops 


are  stocked  to  an  extent  at  least  as  good 
as  that  of  their  competitors. 

So  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned  the 
number  of  names  on  the  Register  of  With- 
drawing Traders  is  not  likely  to  be  large. 
In  view,  however,  of  the  finely-balanced 
manpower  situation  in  pharmacy,  the  per- 
mission now  being  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  for  the  reopening  of  shops  may 
to  some  extent  cut  across  the  province  of 
the  pharmaceutical  war  committees  which, 
during  the  war,  have  kept  a  close  scrutiny 
on  the  pharmaceutical  service  with  a  view 
to  ensuring  that  the  facilities  available  to 
the  public  did  not  fall  below  the  danger 
point.  «To  this  end  pharmacists  have  put 
up  with  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience,  and 
in  some  instances  hardship.  Now  it  would 
appear  that  the  Board  of  Trade  may  grant 
permission  for  pharmacies  to  reopen  in  any 
area  they  please  without  consulting  the 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee. 
In  our  opinion  this  arrangement  calls  for 
some  revision.  The  Board  of  Trade  cannot 
possibly  be  aware  of  the  pharmaceutical 
needs  of  the  public  in  any  particular  area, 
and  should  not  attempt  to  intervene  without 
previous  consultation  with  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee. 

Recognition  for  the  Pharmacist 

By  nation-wide  propaganda  to  induce 
parents  to  allow  the  immunisation  of  their 
children,  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  carried 
out  during  the  war  years  highly  successful 
campaigns  against  mortality  from  diph- 
theria, and  is  shortly  launching  a  new 
campaign  with  a  view  to  securing  the 
voluntary  immunisation  of  all  children  in 
this  country  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years 
who  have  not  already  been  so  treated. 
Since  the  first  campaign  was  launched  more 
than  five  million  children  have  been  immu- 
nised, but  three  million  still  remain  unpro- 
tected against  the  disease.  In  its  appeal 
the  Ministry  states  "doctors,  nurses, 
teachers  and  health  visitors  will  co-operate 
by  urging  parents  to  take  advantage  of  this 
safeguard."  There  is  no  mention  of  the 
pharmacist  as  a  first-class,  nation-wide  and 
influential  parental  contact. 

We  immediately  pointed  out  to  the 
Ministry  that  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
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had  provided  publicity  in  support  of  its 
efforts  in  this  direction  in  the  past,  and  was 
still  wishful  to  do  so,  but  if,  as  it  appeared 
from  the  Ministry's  circular,  the  pharma- 
cist's contact  with  parents  on  matters  of 
family  health  was  not  considered  a  necessary 
adjunct  to  the  success  of  the  new  campaign, 
further  publicity  in  our  columns  would 
serve  no  useful  purpose.  The  point  was 
considered  by  Ministry  officials,  and  we  were 
later  advised  that  the  non-inclusion  of 
pharmacists  as  helpers  in  the  campaign  was 
an  unfortunate  omission.  The  Ministry 
would  be  glad  if  we  would  continue  to 
provide  publicity  and  appeal  to  pharma- 
cists to  co-operate  by  recommending  to 
parents  the  immunisation  of  their  children. 
The  Ministry  agreed  that  chemists  had  been 
of  great  assistance  in  this  matter  in  the  past. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  we  have  taken 
direct  action  with  Ministries  to  draw  their 
attention  to  this  almost  persistent  omission 
to  recognise  pharmacists  as  such,  and  their 
rightful  position  in  all  health  matters.  We 
intend  to  continue  this  method  of  direct 
action  on  each  and  every  occasion  where 
we  find  Government  departments,  when 
dealing  with  health  matters  on  a  national 
scale,  do  not  give  due  recognition  to  the 
pharmacist.  At  first  glance  the  securing  of 
recognition  on  all  occasions  may  seem  of 
little  importance,  but  we  believe  that,  with 
the  coming  of  a  National  Health  Service,  it  is 
essential  to  insist  upon  the  official  accept- 
ance of  the  pharmacist's  rightful  position. 

It  is  rather  astonishing  to  read  that 
while  8,000  children  lost  their  lives  as  the 
result  of  air  raids,  approximately  9,000  died 
from  diphtheria  during  the  same  period, 
despite  the  immunisation  campaign  which 
has  reduced  mortality  to  one-third  of  its 
pre-war  figure. 

Factory  Building  Control 

The  Distribution  of  Industry  Act,  1945,. 
came  into  operation  on  June  15.  The 
Board  of  Trade  wishes  to  call  attention  to 
Section  9  of  the  Act.  With  certain  excep- 
tions, it  requires  persons  who  are  contem- 
plating the  erection  of  a  factory  to  inform 
the  Board  of  Trade  of  their  intentions  at 
least  sixty  days  before  they  let  contracts 
for  the  erection  of  the  building  or  begin 


building  operations.  No  notification  , 
necessary  if  the  proposed  building  (1)  wi 
have  an  aggregate  floor  space  of  10, oc 
square  feet  or  less;  or  (2)  is  required  as  e 
extension  of  an  existing  industrial  unde 
taking,  and  is  contiguous  or  adjacent 
another  industrial  building,  used  by  tl 
undertaking  and  erected  before  June  1 
1945,  or  in  respect  of  which  notificatie 
under  the  Act  has  been  given ;  or  ( 
replaces  another  such  industrial  buildiij 
used  by  the  same  undertaking,  and  is  to  1 
erected  on  the  same  site  or  adjacent  site.; 

The  object  of  this  notification  requiremej 
is  to  enable  the  Board  of  Trade  to  place  1 
the  disposal  of  industrialists  all  availab 
information  concerning  sites,  power,  laboi 
transport,  housing,  amenities  and  simil 
matters,  and  to  discuss  with  them  whe; 
in  their  own  and  the  national  intere 
they  should  consider  siting  their  propos 
building.     Industrialists    should  therefci 
approach  the  Board  of  Trade  at  as  earlyj 
date  in  their  planning  as  possible.  Notifi( 
tion   should   be   sent   in   writing  to  t 
Factory   Controller   (Location),  Board 
Trade,     Millbank,    London,    S.W.i,  a 
should,  where  possible,  include  informati 
about  the  proposed  situation  of  the  buildii 
the  use  for  which  it  is  required,  the  estimat  * 
floor  space  and  the  number  of  men  and 
women  who  are  likely  to  be  employed. 

On  the  expiry  of  sixty  days  from  1 
date  of  notification,  or  earlier  if  the  Boe 
of   Trade   agrees,    the   industrialist  m 
proceed,  but  the  fact  of  notification  un< 
the  Distribution  of  Industry  Act  does  1 
dispense  with  the  obligation  to  secure 
building  licence  before  building  may 
begun.   Nor  does  notification  to  the  Bo; 
of  Trade  dispense  with  the  need  to  see- 
the approval  of  the  local  planning  authori 
Where  a  person  was,  on  June  15,  in  poss 
sion  of  a  building  licence,  the  Board 
Trade  will  regard  the  application  for 
licence  which  was  made  by  that  person 
a  notification  under  Section  9  of  the  1 
on  which  permission  to  proceed  has  h 
given.   Other  persons  should  make  notifij 
tion  now,  but   if  any  person  receives 
building  licence  on  or  before  August 
and  the  statutory  period  of  sixty  days 
not  expired,  the  licence  may  be  regan 
as  permission  to  proceed. 
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PROBLEMS  OF  DERMATOLOGICAL  MEDICATION 

bstract  of  an  Address  given  recently  to  the  Aberdeen  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
by  A.  R.  G.  Chamings,  B.Pharm.,  Ph.C. 


HE  stimulus  given  by  the  war  to 
research  in  almost  every  branch  of 
medicine  has  been  reflected  to  some 
stent  in  dermatological  treatment,  and 
articularly,  from  the  pharmacist's  point 
view,  in  the  development  of  ointment 
lases.  Many  recently-devised  bases  show 
distinct  advance,  not  only  in  elegance  of 
reparation,  but  also  in  the  therapeutic 
ficiency  of  the  remedial  agents  exhibited, 
ntil  recent  years  ointments  were  little 
fferent  as  regards  their  bases  from  those 
escribed  in  the  book  of  Exodus,  in  the 
bers  Papyrus,  by  Pliny  the  Elder  or  by 
alen  himself,  and  development  lay  along 
le  lines  of  improving  existing  bases  from 
le  point  of  view  of  purity  and  stability 
ither  than  from  a  consideration  of  thera- 
eutic  efficiency.  The  dermatologist  and 
le  pharmacist  worked  apart.  The  curative 
gents  of  the  former  were  undoubtedly 
dmirable,  but  the  latter,  working  in  the 
ark,  could  produce  only  "elegant  galeni- 
als,"  regardless  of  the  effectiveness  or 
therwise  of  his  products. 
Collaboration  with  pharmacists  on  the 
[art  of  certain  dermatologists  is  now, 
owever,  bearing  fruit,  and  contributing  to 
ae  development  of  dermatological  products 
resenting  the  active  constituents  in  satis- 
ictory  media.  Moreover  the  dermatologist, 
rho  for  long  has  realised  that  no  single  type 
f  ointment  base  will  meet  the  requirements 
f  all  skin  conditions,  is  finding  that  the 
harmacist  has  available  a  wealth  of 
ehicles  hardly  thought  of  a  decade  ago. 
has  been  said  that  the  ointment  base  may 
ell  be  more  therapeutically  efficient  than 
e  supposed  active  constituents  them- 
lves.  The  corollary  is  certainly  true  that 
n  unsatisfactory  base  can  totally  inhibit 
e  efficiency  of  the  constituents,  and  that 
ere  is  probably  no  group  of  galenicals  in 
hich  the  significance  of  the  vehicle  is  so 
reat. 


kin,  Agent  and  Medium 

Three  main  considerations  arise  in  the 
roduction  of  satisfactory  preparations  for 
he  treatment  of  any  specific  pathological 
ondition  of  the  skin :  The  nature  of  the 
kin  itself;  the  remedial  agent  to  be  ap- 
lied ;  and  the  medium  in  which  it  is  to  be 
xhibited.  Until  all  these  factors  are 
orrelated,  treatment  is  bound  to  be  merely 
mpirical,  and  this  realisation  is  more  and 


more  being  borne  home  on  the  competent 
dermatologist.  It  is  his  function,  of  course, 
to  diagnose  the  disease,  and  he  alone  can 
determine  the  special  considerations  arising 
from  skin  variation,  which  should  enable 
him  to  select  not  only  the  ideal  therapeutic 
agent  but  also  the  most  satisfactory 
method  of  presentation.  Until  recent  years 
the  dermatologist  has  been  forced  to  use 
comparatively  stereotyped  ointment-base 
formulas — almost  invariably  greasy  in 
character — unless  he  has .  been  prepared 
to  use  liquid  preparations  (lotions,  etc.), 
which  are  less  satisfactory  in  many  ways 
than  solid  products.  The  syllabus  drawn  up 
as  the  basis  of  training  for  the  future 
pharmacist  is  today,  fortunately,  calcu- 
lated to  enable  him  more  adequately  to 
discuss  problems  of  presentation  of  remedial 
agents  with  the  medical  man,  and  a  know- 
ledge of  the  physiology  of  the  skin  is  cer- 
tainly fundamental  to  collaboration  with 
the  dermatologist.  Before  considering 
ointment  constituents,  therefore,  it  may  be 
desirable  to  enumerate  certain  relevant 
facts  concerning  the  skin,  a  knowledge  of 
which  is  necessary  to  the  preparation  of 
satisfactory  ointment  media. 

Skin  Variations 

It  is  essential  to  realise  how  great  can  be 
the  variations  in  type  and  consequent 
requirements  of  the  skin,  not  reckoning 
diseased  conditions,  of  which  more  than 
200  commonly-occurrent  affections  are 
known.  Furthermore,  it  is  important  to 
decide  whether  medication  is  to  be  (i) 
merely  superficial ;  (2)  absorbed  into  the 
skin;  or  (3)  absorbed  .into  the  system. 
Recent  investigation  has  shown  that 
absorption  takes  place-  via  the  sebaceous 
glands  and  along  the  hair  follicles  and, 
further,  that  it  reaches  a  maximum  after 
four  to  six  hours.  Such  absorption,  how- 
ever, is  only  effective  with  certain  vehicles, 
among  the  most  efficient  being  cod-liver 
oil,  lanolin,  lard,  and,  it  may  be  added, 
goosegrease.  The  paraffins  appear  to  be 
relatively  useless  where  any  degree  of  skin 
penetration  is  desired.  One  investigator 
expresses  the  opinion  that  emulsification 
of  the  fat  produces  no  greater  efficiency 
other  than  that  of  "  spreadability " — the 
water  itself  evaporating  on  the  skin. 

Skin  may  be  greasy  or  greaseless, 
hydrated   or  dehydrated ;    so   that  four 
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distinct  types  warrant  consideration,  e.g. 
a  greasy  skin  may  have  its  adequate  water 
content  or,  on  the  other  hand,  may  be  de- 
hydrated, the  same  applying  also  to  the 
greaseless  skin.  No  single  ointment  base 
would  satisfy  all  these  conditions.  The  pn 
of  the  skin  varies  appreciably  in  different 
parts  of  the  body,  forearm  to  foot  varying 
from  mean  pn  determinations  of  5  to  6-5 — 
a  factor  of  some  importance  in  compounding 
satisfactory  bases.  As  regards  the  fat 
content  of  skin,  it  is  significant  to  note  that 
the  25  per  cent,  present  in  normal^  skin 
consists  of  cholesterol,  lecithin  and  un- 
saturated fatty  acids  in  the  ratio  1:1:3. 
With  a  knowledge  of  such  fundamental 
facts,  the  pharmacist  should  be  in  a  position 
to  implement  the  endeavours  of  the  der- 
matologist to  apply  rational  therapy.  If 
absorption  is  desired,  then  oil-soluble 
medicaments  are  indicated  in  animal  fat 
bases ;  insoluble  constituents  would  seem 
relatively  useless.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
satisfactory  medication  of  broken  skin  is 
desired,  an  oil-in- water  emulsion  may  be 
ideal.  In  investigating  the  efficacy  of 
sodium  sulpathiazole  in  various  bases  it 
has  been  shown  that  paraffin-  or  water- 
in-oil  bases  are  relatively  useless  compared 
with  oil-in-water  emulsions. 

Ointment  Constituents 

The  value  of  therapeutic  agents  in  skin 
medication  may  be  nullified  by  the  medium 
in  which  they  are  exhibited,  e.g.  phenol 
largely  loses  its  bactericidal  property  in  a 
soft  paraffin  base,  but  retains  it  in  ah  oil-in- 
water  cream.  Moreover,  because  of  their 
ease  of  absorption,  volatile  oils,  e.g.  clove 
oil,  in  such  a  cream,  have  much  higher 
fungistatic  value,  even  in  low  concentration 
(2  per  cent.),  than  phenol  ointment. 
Similarly,  ammoniated  mercury  and  oxide 
of  mercury  have  been  shown  to  be  almost 
inert  in  their  usual  bases.  Therefore, 
although  selection  of  the  appropriate 
remedial  substance,  which  is,  of  course,  the 
responsibility  of  the  dermatologist,  is 
important,  he  should  either  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  ointment  base,  or 
collaborate  with  the  informed  pharmacist 
in  the  development  of  a  satisfactory  pro- 
duct. 

B.P.  Ointments 

At  this  point  it  may  be  well  to  examine 
the  pharmacopoeial  ointments  from  the 
point  of  view  of  their  constituents  and 
in  the  light  of  recent  investigations  into 
the  relative  values  of  different  types  of 
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media.  It  is  an  odd  reflection  that,  with1 
one  exception,  the  therapeutic  agents  still 
used  in  these  ointments  are  a  carry-over 
from  the  last  century,  most  of  them  indeed 
dating  from  so  far  back  as  the  first  B.P. 
(1864).  Clearly  the  time  is  ripe  for  the 
introduction  of  newer  remedies  of  proven 
merit,  and  it  may  be  expected  that  the  next 
pharmacopoeia  will  find  many  of  the  em- 
pirical ingredients  replaced  by  specific! 
agents — as,  for  example,  benzyl  benzoate 
the  flavines,  penicillin,  the  sulphonamides; 
gentian  violet,  allantoin  and  the  ureas 
The  present  B.P.  bases  might  almost  hav< 
been  chosen  on  grounds  of  their  physica 
consistency  and  general  inertness  rathe 
than  for  any  therapeutic  efficiency  the? 
may  possess.  If  the  recent  work  of  Ra< 
("  Journal  of  Dermatology  and  Syphilology,' 
1944.  56.  92)  has  any  significance,  it  point' 
to  the  comparative  uselessness  of  thjlj 
majority  of  ointment  media,  particular! jl 
for  the  exhibition  of  therapeutic  agent 
whose  action  in  pathological  conditions 
the  skin  depends  on  their  rate  of  diffusio 
from  the  media.  His  results  show  that  t 
most  commonly  used  bases  of  the  B.P 
consisting  of  lard,  wool-fat  and  the  paraffin 
are  at  the  bottom  of  the  scale  for  efficiency 
At  the  other  end,  aqueous  media  are  ide 
while  the  oil-in-water  type  of  base  is 
intermediate  but  high  value. 

Recent  Pharmacopoeial  Introductions 

It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  tl 
Seventh  Addendum  to  the  Pharmacopos 
takes  little  or  no  cognisance  of  aqueous 
oil-in-water  bases.  Hydrous  ointment 
the  Sixth  Addendum  is,  of  course,  a  wat 
in-oil  emulsion,  and  as  such  was  used  f 
the  preparation  of  a  number  of  ointmen 
In  the  latest  Addendum  it  has,  howevc-l 
fallen  from  grace  and,  even  in  the  two  oinl 
ments  in  which  it  is  admitted,  is  on- 
present  as  an  alternative.  It  is  surely  I 
strange  anomaly  to  find  ointment  of  wcl 
alcohols  as  the  base  of  ung.  ac.  salicyl.,  ail 
the  question  arises  what  is  the  value  I 
wool  alcohols— an  emulsifying  agent — in  t| 
product,  unless  it  be  there,  perhaps,  I 
improve  -consistency.  In  any  event,  sul 
an  emulsifying  base  as  ointment  of  wcl 
alcohols  would  surely  be  contra-indicatl 
in  many  skin  conditions,  where  the  absoil 
tion  by  the  base  of  appreciable  amounts  I 
water  from  the  tissues  would  be  undesirahl 
Actually  the  Sixth  Addendum  formul 
seemed  to  show  a  distinct  advance  in  oil 
ment  therapy,  though  the  choice  of  wl 
alcohols  as  the  principal  emulgent  v] 
perhaps  unfortunate.    Although  doubtll 
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duced  by  the  shortage  of  raw  materials, 
le  inclusion  of  ointment  media  containing 
high  proportion  of  water  was  unquestion- 
Dly  a  step  in  the  right  direction — to  have 
rtually  reverted  to  the  old  formulas 
)pears,  therefore,  retrograde.  Apart  from 
athological  conditions  of  the  skin,  normal 
dn  variants,  as  previously  remarked, 
mand  different  media  for  the  administra- 
on  of  remedial  substances,  and  there  is 
Dubtless  still  'room  for  the  older  type  of 
easy  base,  particularly  with  a  wool-fat 
mtent.  The  future  of  efficient  ointment 
lerapy  'probably  lies  with  the  emulsion 
ise,  whether  oil-in-water,  water-in-oil,  or 
t-free  pectin  type.  That  there  is  no  such 
ling  as  an  "ideal"  base  goes  without 
ying,  though  the  factors  governing  the 


choice  of  a  suitable  base  may  now  -be 
summarised.  Added  to  consideration  of 
therapeutic  efficiency,  emollient  action, 
permeability  and  absence  of  congestive 
effects  (i.e.  blocking  the  hair  follicles  and 
glands),  the  following  essential  features  may 
be  noted:  (i)  Absence  of  irritant  effect  or 
tendency  to  defat  or  dehydrate  the  skin; 
(2)  miscibility  with  serum ;  (3)  absence  of 
inhibitory  action  on  the  therapeutically 
active  constituents;  (4)  " spreadability " 
and  aesthetic  properties ;  (5)  suitability  of 
pn ;  and  (6)  ease  of  removal  and  non- 
stamina"  properties.  All  these  features  must 
be  related  to  the  particular  type  of  skin  and 
diseased  condition,  and  they  demand, 
therefore,  the  closest  collaboration  between 
dermatologist  and  pharmacist.

d,  if  so,  to  advise  on  the  field  to  be  cov- 
ed and  generally  as  to  the  measures  which 
ould  be  taken  in  connexion  therewith." 
o  decision  as  to  the  introduction  of  legis- 
tion  for  taking  the  census  will  be  made 
til  the  Committee's  report  has  been 
esented.  After  a  preliminary  review  of 
e  ground  to  be  covered,  the  Committee 


will  indicate  by  what  means  and  from 
whom  they  wish  to  receive  evidence. 

Modified  Production  Census 

The  composition  of  a  similar  committee 
appointed  to  consider  and  report  what 
additional  information  should  be  collected 
at  future  censuses  of  production,  and  to 
recommend  what  amendments  should  be 
made,  is  as  follows  :  Chairman  :  Sir  George 
H.  Nelson  (a  past-president  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  British  Industries),  Mr.  Wilfred 
Ayre,  Brigadier-General  A.  C.  Bayley, 
Messrs.  H.  Campion  (Central  Statistical 
Office),  H.  Clay  (Nuffield  College),  S.  H. 
Hallam,  Hector  Leak,  Sir  Kenneth  Lee, 
Messrs.  A.  Pickup,  A.  Reeder,  T.  B.  Robson 
and  G.  Woodcock.  The  secretary  is  Mr.  A. 
Maizells  (Board  of  Trade).  As  indicated  in 
the  Government's  White  Paper  on  employ- 
ment policy,  it  is  intended  to  take  a  census 
of  production  annually  after  the  end  of  the 
war.  The  information  obtained  from  the 
census  would  form  an  important  part  of  the 
body  of  statistical  data  required  to  carry 
out  the  policy  outlined  in  the  White  Paper, 
and  for  this  purpose  it  would  need  to 
include  a  wider  range  of  subjects  than 
those  covered  by  the  existing  Act.  The  last 
production  census  was  in  1935.  Hitherto 
no  census  of  distribution  has  been  made.

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GLASGOW  DISCUSSES  THE  MEMORANDUM 


The  Glasgow  arid  South-western  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  met 
in  Glasgow  on  May  27  to  discuss  the  pro- 
visional statement  on  "Pharmacy  and  a 
National  Health  Service,"  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  Secretary,  of  State 
for  Scotland.  Mr.  Andrew  Officer  (presi- 
dent) occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a 
large  attendance.  Mr.  Officer  said  the 
attendance  reflected  the  interest  that  was 
being  taken  in  the  matter,  and  welcomed 
those  who  accompanied  him  on  the  plat- 
form :  Messrs.  Thomas  Guthrie  (an  ex- 
president  of  the  Society)  ;  A.  B.  Gilmour 
(secretary)  ;  R.  McCrone  (vice-president)  ; 
and  W.  Spence  Culbert  (vice-president, 
Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation).  He 
congratulated  Mr.  David  Currie  on  the 
excellent  vote  he  had  received  at  the 
Council  election  and  expressed  the  hope 
that  next  year  Scotland  might  have  a 
second  representative. 

Criticism  of  Items  in  the  Statement 

Mr.  McKechnie  disagreed  with  the 
statement  in  paragraph  2  that  dispensing 
could  be  left  to  a  person  with  little  or  no 
training.— Mr.  Colin  Campbell  said  that 
paragraph  3  stated  that  the  services  of 
pharmacists  were  not  regarded  as  essential 
over  a  wide  field  of  public  and  semi-public 
pharmaceutical  activities,  but  the  opposite 
was  maintained  in  paragraph  9. — Mr. 
Brookes  said  it  should  be  stressed  that  all 
medicines  for  human  beings  should'  be  in 
the  hands  of  pharmacists. 

Mr.  Donaldson  asked  if  there  would  be  a 
further  opportunity  of  representing  the  views 
of  the  Branch  to  the  authorities,  and  was 
answered  in  the  affirmative  by  the  chairman. 

Mr.  Colin  Campbell  objected  to  the 
statement  in  paragraph  12  that  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  was  "the  repre- 
sentative body,"  and  it  was  agreed  to  sug- 
gest the  phrase  "the  largest  representative 
body." 

Mr.  D.  G.  McKenzie  urged  a  greater 
liaison  between  pharmacists  and  doctors. 

Mr.  Stone  said  his  experience  in  the 
Merchant  Navy  had  taught  him  that  phar- 
macists there  should  have  some  knowledge 
of  instruments  used  in  minor  surgery,  blood- 
transfusion  technique,  etc.  Doctors  in  the 
Navy  preferred  a  good  sick-bay  attendant 
who  knew  something  of  these  things  to  a 
qualified  chemist.

A  VISIT  TO  PROSPERIA— II

After-  I  had  visited  a  pharmacy  in  the 
republic  of  Prosperia  during  my  recent 
visit  to  that  modern  State,  I  lunched  one 
day  with  the  proprietor  on  the  terrace  of 
the  famous  Vitamin  Restaurant.  As  we 
drank  our  coffee  he  continued  his  explana- 
tions of  the  amazing  success  achieved  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Prosperia. 

"In  this  country,"  he  said,  "no, doctor 
dispenses  and  no  "pharmacist  prescribes. 
There  is  no  private  practice,  .  the  whole 
State  being  covered  by  the  Health  Insurance 
scheme.  Every  prescription  written  passes 
through  our  hands,  and  our  contract  terms 
are  fair  and  even  generous.  The  State 
acknowledges  that  only  the  best  is  good 
enough  for  the  sick,  both  in  service  and 
drugs,  and  that  the  best  must  always  be 
paid  for. 

"  Besides  dispensing,  we  sell  chemicals  and 
surgical  dressings  and  appliances.  We  have 
no  time  or  need  to  poach  upon -the  pre- 
serves of  other  traders." 

"Am  I  to  understand  that  you  do  not 
handle  patent  medicines?"  I  gasped 
incredulously. 

"There  are  no  patent  medicines  in  Pros- 
peria" he  replied.  "Any  firm  wishing  to 
manufacture  a  remedy  for  the  external  or 
internal  treatment  of  the  sick  must  have  its 
formula  passed  by  a  committee  made  up  of 
doctors  and  pharmacists  appointed  by  the 
State.  Only  the  best  formulas  are  passed, 
and  those  are  prescribed  by  the  doctors,  or 
recommended  by  us  The  advertising  of 
patent  remedies  in  the  Press  is  illegal.  It 
is- rightly  considered  an  offenpe  against  the 
health  of  the  nation,  and  an  exploitation  of 
the  credulous  for  profit." 

"What  about  cosmetics  and  photographic 
goods?"  I  asked  humbly. 

"There  are  plenty  in  the  shops  of  the 
hairdressers  and  photographers"  replied 
my  companion.  "  In  the  former  you  will  also 
find  tooth-brushes,  shaving-creams,  etc." 

"Then  you  practice  nothing  but  pure 
pharmacy?"  I  insisted. 

My  companion  hesitated  and  reddened 
perceptibly.  "I  must  admit,"  he  said 
shamefacedly,  "that  we  still  sell  baby  foods 
and  accessories.  The  authorities  wish  us  to 
continue  this,  to  maintain  contact  with  the 
mothers,  so  that  we  can  advise  them  on 
children's  minor  ailments  which  do  not 
warrant  clinical  attention.  .  .  .  Also  certain 
medicated  lozenges  containing  scheduled 
poisons,"  was  his  afterthought.  The  rest  we 
have  long  turned  over  to  the  confectioner." 
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SIGHT-TESTING

IN.  the  previous  article  in  the  series  the 
retinoscope  was  held  to  be  the  most 
useful  instrument  for  objective  re- 
fraction, and  the  value  of  the  keratometer 
was  discussed  in  cases  where  small  pupils  or 
muddy  media  made  retinoscopy  impractic- 
able. The  keratometer,  however,  is  limited 
to  measurement  of  the  corneal  curvature. 
Other  instruments  have  been  devised  to 
measure  the  total  refraction  of  the  eye. 
Such  instruments  are  usually  described  as 
optometers  or  refractometers,  and  originate 
in  principle  either  from  the  direct  or 
indirect  ophthalmoscope. 

Luminous  Ophthalmoscopes 

By  the  use  of  the  ordinary  luminous 
ophthalmoscope  for  direct  ophthalmoscopy, 
a  distinct  view  of  the  fundus  is  obtained 
without  the  use  of  lenses,  if  both  the 
observing  and  the  observed  eye  are  emme- 
tropic. It  is  often  necessary  to  introduce 
a  lens  before  the  sight-hole  to  view  the 
fundus  clearly  and,  if  the  observer  -is 
emmetropic,  the  power  of  the  lens  indicates 
roughly  the  degree  of  ametropia  in  th,e  eye 
of  the  subject.  The  Decagon  ophthalmo- 
scope projects  the  image  of  a  graticule  on 
the  retina,  and  a  pointer  attached  to  the 
focusing  lens  moves  over  a  calibrated 
scale.  When  the  refractionist  has  adjusted 
the  instrument  to  bring  the  graticule  in 
sharp  focus  on  the  retina,  the  refractive 
error  is  automatically  indicated.  A  radial 
graticule,  consisting  of  white  lines  on  a 
black  background,  is  also  fitted  for  measur- 
ing the  amount  and  axis  of  astigmatism. 

Refractometers  and  Optometers 

The  Rodenstock  and  Astron  refracto- 
meters are  table  instruments  embodying 
the  same  principle.  Accuracy  is  not 
readily  attained  with  instruments  of  this 
type ;  errors  arise  through  incorrect 
positioning  of  the  instrument  in  relation  to 
the  patient's  eye,  through  accommodation, 
and  through  depth  of  focus  when  observing 
the  fundus  image.  The  principle  of  indirect 
ophthalmoscopy  is  more  suitable  for 
optometers.  This  principle  is  employed  in 
the  Zeiss,  parallax  refractionometer,  which 
has  been  developed  from  the  simplified 
Gullstrand  ophthalmoscope.  •  Although 
extremely  ingenious  in  design,  the  instru- 
ment referred  to  unfortunately  does  not  per- 
mit focusing  and  superimposing  of  the  image 
on  the  target  with  any  degree  of  certainty.

In  dynanl 
retinoscopy,  for  instance,  such  a  variatil 
can  be  observed  :  a  "with"  movement  vf 
suddenly  change  to  an  "against"  mo^l 
ment,  and  back  again  to  "with"  althoul 
no  lens  change  has  been  made.    This  f 
liable  to  occur  in  static  retinoscopy  if  dc 
without  target  or  spotlight.   The  idea  til 
there  is  less  likelihood  of  accommodatil 
if  the  patient  merely  peers  into  the  darknj 
is  fallacious :    it  is  much  better  to  use! 
spotlight  at  six  metres  when  the  amount! 
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accommodation  exerted  is  a  known  quantity, 
one-sixth  of  a  dioptre. 

The  factor  of  accommodation,  therefore, 
renders  most  optometers  less  reliable  than 
the  retinoscope  in  the  hands  of  a  skilled 
refractionist.  An  attempt  to  counteract 
this  tendency  has  been  made  in  the  design 
of  the  coincidence  optometer.  The  eye  not 
under  test  sees  an  even  luminous  field, 
while  the  other  eye  views  the  fixation 
object,  in  order  to  produce  an  impression 
of  distance.  This  is  said  to  produce  good 
results.  However,  in  spite  of  the  illusion, 
the  patient  knows  that  the  object  is  near; 
full  relaxation  does  not  obtain  in  every 
case,  and  the  refractionist  cannot  rely  on 
the  result,  as  he  does  in  his  subjective 
findings. 

The  electronic  refractionometer  has  little 
m  common  with  any  other  instrument. 


Infra-red  "light,  invisible  to  the  patient,  is 
employed  and,  as  the  image  formed  upon 
the  fundus  is  invisible  to  the  operator,  a 
photo-electric  and  thermionic  valve- 
amplifier  serve  the  purpose  of  detector. 
The  necessarily  lengthy  account  of  the 
principles  and  mechanism  of  the  instrument 
is  outside  the  scope  of  this  article,  but  two 
interesting  features  may  be  noted.  First, 
the  patient  does  not  look  into  the  instru- 
ment, but  views  a  distant  object.  This 
could  be  either  a  test  chart  or  something 
more  interesting — even  a  small  cine  screen, 
showing  a  favourite  film-star.  Secondly, 
the  bulk  of  the  instrument  is  placed  to  the 
side  of  the  patient,  the  measuring  beam 
being  directed  on  to  the  patient's  eye  by 
a  semi-transparent  mirror.  These  two 
considerations  appear  to  deal  effectively 
with  the  problem .  of  accommodation. 


A  NOTE  ON  ACONITUM  LUDLOWII 

by  David  Ritchie,  M.P.S.,  A.R.I.C. 

Abstract  of  a  Paper  read  at  an  Evening  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Edinburgh 


Aconitum  Ludlowii,  Exell,  is  a  species  of 
aconite  indigenous  to  Tibet..  It  is  described 
in  the  literature  as  an  erect  perennial 
herb  1-1-5  m-  m  height,  with  purplish 
green  flowers,  growing  in  abundance  by 
water  courses  at  13,000  ft.  altitude.  It 
produces  a  tuber  about  8  cm.  long  and 
1 -5  cm.  in  diameter.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Regius  Keeper  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
Garden,  Edinburgh,  a  small  sample  of 
seeds  was  obtained.  The  species  was 
reported  not  to  have  been  in  cultivation 
before  and  to  have  a  high  aconitine  content. 
The  seeds  obtained  were  sown  under  glass 
in  the  spring  of  1943,  and  germination  was 
good.  The  first  year's  growth  amounted  to 
a  few  radical  leaves  borne  on  rather  long 
petioles.  No  % flowers  were  produced.  In 
the  autumn  the  leaves  died  and  small 
tubers,  about  4  cm.  long,  were  obtained. 
In  the  spring  of  the  following  year  the 
tubers  sent  up  strong  growths,  producing 
plants  of  about  0-5  m.  high.  In  the  late 
summer  flowers  of  a  dirty  white  colour 
appeared. 

The  tubers  resembled  those  of  a  Napellus 
in  shape,  but  were  of  a  lighter  colour.  The 
transverse  section  was  not  characterised  by 
the  well-marked  stellate  cambium  of 
Napellus  but  showed  a  ring  of  well-marked 
circular  vessels,  usually  five  in  number. 
The  powder  from  the  dried  and  ground 
tubers  was  lighter  in  colour  than  any 
other  samples  of  aconite  examined.  Micro- 
scopic examination  of  the  powder  did 
not    show   the    compound    starch  grains 


characteristic  of  Napellus  ;  the  starch  grains 
were  single  and  oval  rather  than  round. 

Al  keloidal  Constituents 

An  examination  of  the  alkaloidal  con- 
tent of  Aconitum  Ludlowii  was  made. 
The  ether  soluble  alkaloids  were'  estimated 
at  i-8  per  cent.,  calculated  as  aconitine, 
and  the  total  alkaloids  at  2-45  per  cent., 
again  calculated  as  aconitine.  This  is  a 
high  content  of  alkaloid,  compared  with 
other  members  of  the  genus,  the  average 
content  of  European-grown  aconite  being 
about  0-5-0-7  per  cent,  alkaloid.  For  • 
comparison  two  other  samples  were  simi- 
larly examined,  the  results  being  as  follows  :

A  considerable  amount  of  inquiry  has 
been  received  for  Crude  Drugs,  but  dealers 
are  finding  it  impossible  to  turn  this  demand 
into  actual  business  because  of  lack  of  spot 
supplies  of  many  imported  commodities. 
Little  improvement  can  be  expected  in  the 
situation  for  some  time,  unless  greater 
efforts  are  made  to  speed  up  importation. 
Shipping  difficulties,  controls  and  lack  of 
labour  at  the  source,  however,  are  problems 
that  cannot  be  solved  immediately,  and 
some  months  must  elapse  before  the  posi- 
tion can  become  noticeably  easier.  Removal 
of  controls  when  conditions  permit  will  do 
much  to  assist  business,  and  no  doubt 
Government  departments  are  keeping  this 
aspect  well  to  the  forefront.  In  respect  of 
Essential  oils,  for  example,  the  Minister 
of  Food  stated  on  June  13  that  his  depart- 
ment was  already  preparing  for  the  orderly 
removal  of  controls  on  individual  oils  so 
soon  as  possible,  and  would  do  so  in  con- 
sultation with  the  trades  concerned.  In 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals,  no  changes 
have  been  notified  in  makers'  schedules. 

Most  of  the  business  in  Crude  Drugs 
has  again  come  from  the  home  consuming 
trades,  but  the  total  volume  done  has  been 
rather  less  than  of  late,  due  to  lack  of 
supplies  and  the  coming  General  Election. 
Prices  are  mostly  firm  and  without  fluctua- 
tion. A  steady  demand  continues  to  be 
maintained  on  quite  a  good  scale  for 
Antimony,  with  supplies  sufficient  to  meet 
current  requirements.  Balsams  are  firm 
at  the  last-mentioned  price.  Bismuth 
metal  continues  in  good  demand.  Trans- 
actions in  Cardamoms  are  practically  at  a 
standstill,  with  the  price  of  Aleppy  seed 
tending  somewhat  easier.  Spot  stocks  of 
Jaborandi  are  exhausted.  Brazilian  Men- 
thol may  be  obtained  on  spot  at  the  price 
quoted  last  week.  Some  odd  cases  of 
Rhubarb  are  reported  sold  for  a  high  price'. 
High-grade  Alexandrian  Senna  pods  are  . 
wanted,  but  supplies  are  not  plentiful. 

No  price  changes  have  occurred  in 
Essential  and  Fixed  Oils,  and  business 
continues  quiet  and  of  a  routine  kind. 
Anise  (star),  in  very  limited  supply,  con- 
tinues to  be  quoted  at  a  high  figure.  Small 
quantities  of  Kobe  Peppermint  are  stated 
to  have  been  offered  at  an  enhanced  price. 
English-distilled  oils  are  unchanged  in  price
